The lack of sufficient school room in 
Los Angeles has for several years se- 
riously interfered with the education of 
A large number of the 
schools have had to place the pupils on 
half time; other pupils being unable to 
reach the distant schools, to which 
they were assigned, have been forced 
to stay away from school altogether. 

The ordinance, drawn up under the 
direction of the Board of Education, 
calls for the issue of $200,000. Of this, 
$41,000 is estimated for purchase of 
sites, and $159,000 for the erection, 
alteration and repairs of buildings. 
The only objection made by THE 
Times—the only objection, as far as 
we are aware, made by citizens to 
the issue of these bonds, was the se- 
‘lection of the very. inappropriate site 
for the High School on Castelar, near 
| Sand street. With commendable wis- 
dom the Board of Education, finding

Henry v. England—John Bunyan 
and the Pilgrim's Progress“ An 
Anecdote ‘or.._Bunyan—A Great 
Chess-player. 


Gen. W. T. Sherman began a fight- 
ing mevement as soon as he raised the 
siege of Atlanta on August 24, 1864. 
Gen. Slocum and the Twentieth Corps 
protected the wounded and the sick 
near the Chattahoochie River, while 
Howard moved on the West Point 
Railroad. The Federals pushed on so 
rapidly that Hood was not aware of 
their movement until they were de- 
stroying the road. This wason August 
28th, when 12 miles of the line were 
torn up, and on the 29th they struck 
the Macon road. Howard crossing 
the Flint River encountered half of 
Hood’s army, under — near 
Jonesboro. After crossing on the 
Zist a sharp engagement took place. 
Rude entrenchments were thrown up, 
and Hardee tried to crush Howard be- 
fore reinforcements could come up. But 
the Federal troops were veterans, and 
for two hours a furious battle ensued 
along the whole line and Hardee was 
forced to retreat, and in his backward 
movement left 400 dead on the field, 
besides 300 of his wounded in Jones- 
boro. The Federal loss was 500, that 
of the Confederates 2500. At4 
the Confederate works at Jones 
were carried and most of Gowan’s 
brigade were taken prisoners. 
HENRY V. OF ENGLAND. 

Henry V., King of England, made 
familiar to modern readers by Shake- 
speare as Prince Hal, was born in 1388. 
He is a proverbial example of a sud- 
den change from a worthless, dissi- 
pated life to a career of extraordinary 
ambition. On becoming King, in 14138, 
he determined to enforce his claim to 
the Throne of France, and in 1415 in- 
vaded that kingdom with an army of a 
80,000 men. He captured Harfleur, but a 
lost a large portion of his army by diss 


ease. He determined to return to Eng- 1 
land, but was opposed by the Constabte 
of France with an army four times as 


large as his own, and fought, October 
25, 1415, the celebrated battle of Agin- 
court, in which the French were 
routed, with a loss of 24,000 men. Two 
— later he returned to F rance, took 

ouen. and threatened Paris. This 
was followed by the treaty of 2 
which stipulated that Henry should 
marry Catharine, the daughter of the 
French King, Charles VI., and should 
become King of France on the death 
of that monarch. Henry was on the 
point of becoming Master of France, 
when he died, August 31, 1422. 
— Catharine, afterward married 

wen Tudor. a Welshman, whose pos- 
terity, through Henry VII., afterward 
oe the reigning dynasty of Eng- 
and.
